above the age of 10 years. 

“To perhaps all but the professional eau: 
cators—and possibly: to most of. them—the' 
Secretary’s letter comes with the shock 
of a diseoverv; which shows. how ignor- 
ant the literates themselves may be ‘of 
everyday facts and conditions. 


Here are some of:the figures that Secre-. 


tary Lane has dug out of the. census re- 
cords: 


Over 4,600,000 of the flliterates in this ctlintey 
were 20 years of age or more, This figure equpls 
the total population of the states of California, 
Oregon, Washington, Montana, Idaho,, Wyoming, 
Colorado, Utah, Nevada, Arizona, New Mexico and 
Delaware. The percentage of illiterates varies in 
the several states, from 1.7 per cent. in Iowa to 
29 per cent in Louisiana, More than 10 per cent. 
of it was in 13 states, Half of the illerates were 
between the ages of 20 and 45. It has been esti- 
mated by one of those concerned with this pro 
lem, that if these five and a half million illiterate 
persons were stretched in a double line of mareft 

at intervals.of three feet and were to march 
past the Whitd House at.the-rate of 25 miles per 
day, it would Tequire two month for them to pass. 

Over 58 per cent. were white persons, and of 
these, 1,500,000 were. native born.
